All forms of military airplanes are 
barred to Germany, the only excep­ 
tion being the tem|K>rary use until 
October I of IOO hydroairplanes and 
1,000 men in gathering mines in the 
North Sea. 
Germany must deliver all airplanes 
to the Allies and must prohibit the 
construction of other airplanes until 
the conclusion of peace, the Supreme 
War Council 
decided Thursday 
in 
adopting the aerial terms to he im­ 
posed on Germany in the preliminary 
peace. 
The terms clo not decide the 
future fate of the airplanes, which 
may either he destroyed 
or divided 
among the Allies.

Some Frenchmen are idealists, but 
their Idealism rarely gets the better 
of that sound common actine which 
tells them that the Hun. the enemy of 
centuries, Is not to he convert«*d into 
friendship between the firing of the 
sunset and sunrise guns. 
This sister republic of ours is op­ 
posed to standing armies, despite what 
people have said of the “militaristic 
French.’* 
France wants Germany put 
where she cannot threaten the fields 
and the vineyards to the west of lier, 
and the Frenchmen believe that noth­ 
ing but the Insistence of power, now 
to the hands of the allies, can insure 
The safety of the republic through the 
year* to come.

Fear Too Much Forgiveness, 
It is to be noticed that most of the 
stalwart preach! rs of forgiveness of 
Unlay are not to be found in the rnaks 
of the stalwarts who went forth to 
war. The American soldiers who toted 
on their shoulders the homeless am) 
fatherless children of France are not 
begging today 
that the barbarians 
who made them homeless aud father­ 
less stall go unpunished. 
'That France fears and what some 
leaders of American thought fear, Is 
that the poison cf Intellectual anar­ 
chy. the “sissy Bolshevism,” to bor­ 
row a phrase, may have its poisoning 
effect on the minds and hearts of all 
Americans, and that the “love your 
enemies'* of the Lord 
may 
be so 
wrenched from the base of Its real 
meaning that In the end the Huns 
will not get what they deserve.
